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# Announcement of the provisional recommendations 



Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in all of the 
North London Boroughs will be published on 8 July 1993. These are part of 
the twelfth, and final, set of recommendations to be published as part of 
the general review of parliamentary constituency boundaries commenced by 
the Boundary Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations for each Borough are listed below and are 
also shown on the outline maps (a map has not been included where the 
recommendation is for no change) together with the ward electorates for 
each Borough on which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public, usually at the Borough council 
offices or public libraries. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government or the services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties. 

The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates : 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota throughout the period of the 
general review. 

The electoral quota is arrived at by dividing the electorate of England on 
the enumeration date by the existing number of seats. The enumeration date 
is the date when the commencement of the general review was announced (21 
February 1991). The electorate in England on the enumeration date was 
36,302,984 which, when divided by the existing number of seats (524), 
produces an electoral quota of 69,281. 
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Constituencies that cross London Borough boundaries 



The rules for the redistribution of seats (which are to be found in the 
second schedule to the Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986) state, at 
rule 4, that:- 

"so far as is practicable having regard to rules 1 to 3 

no London borough or any part of a London borough shall be included 
in a constituency which includes the whole or part of any other London 
borough' 1 

and the Commission have always considered each London borough separately 
except with regard to the City of London for which special conditions 
a PPly • Discretion is given to the Commission, however, by rule 5 to: 

" depart from the strict application of rule 4 if it appears 

to them that a departure is desirable to avoid an excessive disparity 
between the electorate of any constituency and the electoral quota, 
or between the electorate of any constituency and that of neighbouring 
constituencies " . 

The Commission gave notice when they published their explanatory booklet 
in 1991 that it might become necessary in the current general review to 
recommend constituencies which cross London borough boundaries. 

The number of parliamentary electors in constituencies in the Greater 
London area has dropped from 5,258,315 at the commencement of the last 
general review in 1976 to 4,933,314 electors at the commencement of the 
present general review in 1991. Over the same period the electoral quota 
has increased from 65,723 to 69,281 despite an increase in the total number 
of seats in England from 516 to 524. All but five of the London boroughs 
have a reduced electorate and the entitlement to seats in eight boroughs 
has reduced by a whole seat. Moreover, many London boroughs have a 
fractional entitlement close to half of a seat, ie 1.5 or 2.5 seats, and 
it will no longer to possible to recommend seats in these boroughs which 
would have electorates close to the electoral quota. The fewer the seats 
in a borough the greater the likelihood of difficulty in creating seats 
with electorates close to the electoral quota. 

For example, the Borough of Tower Hamlets had 105,676 parliamentary 
electors in 1991 which entitles the Borough to 1.53 seats. Two seats for 
the Borough would each be, on average, 16,443 electors below the electoral 
quota. In such circumstances, the Commission have decided to investigate 
whether it is possible to recommend pairs of London boroughs that create 
seats closer to the electoral quota. 

It is recognised by the Commission that, in most cases, it would have been 
possible to recommend that the neighbouring borough (to the one which 
principally needs to be paired) should continue to have seats wholly within 
its borough boundaries and that some disruption is inevitable by pairing. 
Nevertheless, the average electorate of each seat has improved by pairing 
in each case:

The Commission have attempted to link wards across borough boundaries where 
there is a continuous residential area or where it is likely that some 
community of interest exists between the areas. 



Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London WC2B 6JP. 
In this case the representation period ends on 8 August 1993. 

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and, 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election. 
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BARKING AND DAGENHAM - PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 

Barking and Dagenham currently has two constituencies with a 1991 
electorate of 118,969. This number of electors, when divided by the 
electoral quota of 69,281 gives a theoretical entitlement to 1.72 seats. 
An allocation of two seats produces a Borough Average of 59,485 which is 
9,796 below the electoral quota. 

The electorates of the existing seats are 51,147 in Barking Borough 
Constituency and 60,642 in Dagenham Borough Constituency. However, the net 
effect of local government boundary changes will Increase the electorate 
of the borough by 7,180 to 118,969. The largest change will be a transfer 
of 5 , 429 electors from the London Borough of Redbridge to form a new ward 
named Becontree in Barking and Dagenham. The addition of Becontree to the 
existing Barking seat (together with the other local government boundary 
changes) will increase the electorate of the Barking seat to 56,574 and the 
electorate of the Dagenham seat to 62,395. This produces a disparity of 
only 5,821 between the electorates of the two seats which would be 12,707 
and 6,886 below the electoral quota respectively. 

The Commission considered making minor changes to produce better electorate 
figures which would be closer to the Borough Average but concluded that to 
have done so might have caused inconvenience and disruption to local ties. 
The Commission have therefore provisionally decided to recommend no change 
to the current seats except for changes to realign the constituency 
boundaries with altered borough boundaries. The new ward of Becontree on 
the western side of the borough is included in the Barking seat. 

The names, designations and 1991 electorates of the two constituencies 
would be:~

DAGENHAM BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (62,395)

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BARNET - PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 



Barnet currently has four constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 212,845. 
This number of electors when divided by the electoral quota (69,281), gives 
a theoretical entitlement to 3.07 seats. 

The continued allocation of four seats would produce a Borough Average of 
53,211, which is 16,070 below the electoral quota whereas the allocation 
of three seats produces a Borough Average of 70,948 which is 1,667 above 
the electoral quota. The Commission have therefore decided to reduce the 
allocation of seats to Barnet from four to three. 

It will be appreciated that the allocation of three seats, where four 
currently exist, will require some major changes to be made. The Commission 
have endeavoured, however, to keep these changes to the minimum, while 
creating seats of comparable electorates, and in doing so have respected 
the existing constituency boundaries as far as possible. 

The Commission propose that the constituencies are altered as follows :- 

(a) the Friern Barnet ward currently in Finchley will be transferred 
to Chipping Barnet, 

(b) the Childs Hill, Garden Suburb and Golders Green wards currently 
in Hendon South will be transferred to Finchley, and 

(c) the Hendon and West Hendon wards currently in Hendon South will 
be transferred to a newly named Hendon seat. 

The composition of the altered constituencies would be (1991 electorates 
in brackets) : 

CHIPPING BARNET BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (69,176) The London Borough of Barnet 
wards: Arkley, Brunswick Park, East Barnet, Friern Barnet, Hadley, 
Totteridge. 

FINCHLEY BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (71,078) The London Borough of Barnet wards: 
Childs Hill, East Finchley, Finchley, Garden Suburb, Golders Green, St 
Pauls, Woodhouse. 

HENDON BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (72,591) The London Borough of Barnet wards: 
Burnt Oak, Colindale, Edgware, Hale, Hendon, Mill Hill, West Hendon.

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BRENT - PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 



Brent currently has three constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 171,315. 
This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota (69,281), 
gives a theoretical entitlement to 2.47 seats. 

The electorates of the three existing seats are: - 

Brent East BC 57,010 

Brent North BC 60,672 

Brent South BC 58,220 

T his produces a disparity of only 3,662 between the seats and all are 
within 3,567 of the Borough Average of 57,105. 

The Commission considered whether to pair Brent with a neighbouring Borough 
for the purpose of allocating parliamentary constituencies. 

The neighbouring boroughs to Brent are:- 

Barnet 

Camden 

Ealing 

Harrow 

Hammersmith & Fulham 
Kensington & Chelsea 
City of Westminster 

The Commission have provisionally decided that, due to their theoretical 
entitlements to seats, neither Barnet nor Harrow should be paired and that 
it would cause undue disruption to that Borough to pair either of them with 
Brent. Joining Brent with Camden, Hammersmith and Fulham or City of 
Westminster would reduce the allocation of seats from 5 (the total of their 
individual allocations) to 4 in all cases. Similarly joining Brent with 
Ealing would reduce the allocation of seats from 6 to 5. The Commission 
decided that it would be wrong to reduce the overall allocation of seats 
py pairing boroughs. In addition, the short boundary between Brent and 
both Hammersmith and Fulham and Kensington and Chelsea is unsuitable for 
crossing to construct constituencies as it consists of the Grand Union 
Canal, Wormwood Scrubs and railway yards. 

The Commission were satisfied that the provisionally recommended pairings 
between boroughs neighbouring to Brent were preferable to any possible link 
with Brent either for numerical or geographical reasons or both. In 
addition, the difference between the borough average for Brent and the 
electoral quota, although large at 12,176, was not so large as to make it 
imperative to pair Brent with another London Borough. 

The Commission have therefore provisionally decided to recommend no change 
to the current constituencies, other than those changes required to realign 
the constituency boundaries to take account of altered Borough boundaries. 

The names, designations and 1991 electorates of the three constituencies 
would be : - 

BRENT EAST BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (56,812) 

BRENT NORTH BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (58,848) 

BRENT SOUTH BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (55,655).

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CAMDEN - PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 



Camden currently has two constituencies and a 1991 electorate of 123,770. 
This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota of 69,281, 
gives a theoretical entitlement to 1.79 seats. 

The continued allocation of two seats produces a borough average of 61,885, 
which is 7,396 below the electoral quota. The electorates of the existing 
seats, Hampstead and Highgate and Holborn and St Pancras, have electorates 
of 58,624 and 65,082 respectively, a disparity of 6,458. Although the 
electorates of the two constituencies deviate from the borough average by 
only 3,261, the Hampstead and Highgate electorate is 10,657 below the 
electoral quota. 

In the circumstances , the Commission consider that, by making a minor 
change, better electorate figures can be produced for the two 
constituencies to reduce the deviation of the Hampstead and Highgate seat 
from the electoral quota whilst retaining the electorate of both seats 
close to the borough average. 

The Commission have decided, therefore, provisionally to recommend the 
transfer of the ward of Chalk Farm from Holborn and St Pancras BC to 
Hampstead and Highgate BC. This produces an electorate of 62,504 for 
Hampstead and Highgate BC and 61,266 for Holborn and St Pancras BC. This 
in turn produces a disparity of only 1,238 between the seats and a reduced 

deviation from the electoral quota of 8,015 (in the Holborn and St Pancras 
seat) . 

The composition of the altered constituencies would be (1991 electorates 
in brackets): 

HAMPSTEAD AND HIGHGATE BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (62,504) The London Borough of 
Camden wards: Adelaide, Belsize, Chalk Farm, Fitzjohns, Fortune Green, 
Frognal, Hampstead Town, Highgate, Kilburn, Priory, South End, Swiss 
Cottage, West End. 

HOLBORN AND ST PANCRAS BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (61,266) The London Borough of 
Camden wards: Bloomsbury, Brunswick, Camden, Castlehaven, Caver sham, Gospel 

Oak, Grafton, Holborn, King’s Cross, Regent's Park, St John’s, St Pancras, 
Somers Town .

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EALING AND HAMMERSMITH AND FULHAM - PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 

Hammersmith and Fulham currently has two constituencies and a 1991 
electorate of 99,452. This number of electors, when divided by the 
electoral quota of 69,281, gives a theoretical entitlement to 1.44 seats. 
The current seats of Hammersmith, and Fulham have electorates of 47,022 and 
52,419 respectively and are 22,259 and 16,862 below the electoral quota. 
An allocation of one seat would result in an electorate which is 30,171 
above the electoral quota. An allocation of two seats would produce an 
average electorate 19,555 below the electoral quota. 

The Commission considered that an allocation of either one or two seats to 
the Borough of Hammersmith and Fulham would produce constituency 
electorates too distant from the electoral quota and that it would be 
preferable, for the purpose of allocating seats, to join it, if possible, 
with a neighbouring Borough in North London. 

The Commission noted that Ealing currently has three constituencies and a 
1991 electorate of 192,953. This number of electors, when divided by the 
electoral quota of 69,281, gives a theoretical entitlement to 2.79 seats. 
The current seats of Ealing Acton, Ealing North and Ealing, Southall have 
electorates of 58,926, 64,685 and 66,678 respectively and are 10,355, 4,596 
and 2,603 below the electoral quota. A continued allocation of three seats 
to the Borough would result in an average electorate of 64,318, some 4,963 
below the electoral quota. 

Although the average electorate in Ealing is relatively close to the 
electoral quota, the Commission have decided provisionally to recommend 
that the Boroughs of Hammersmith and Fulham, and Ealing be paired for the 
purpose of allocating parliamentary constituencies because the pairing 
results in an average electorate which is closer to the electoral quota 
than the individual averages in Hammersmith and Fulham and Ealing. Bearing 
in mind that their joint theoretical entitlement is to 4.22 seats, the 
Commission have decided provisionally to allocate four seats. The average 
electorate of the four seats would be 73,101, only 3,820 above the 
electoral quota. 

It will be appreciated that the allocation of four seats between the two 
Boroughs where five currently exist, will require some major changes to be 
made and that the boundary between the two Boroughs will need to be 
crossed. The Commission have, however, endeavoured to keep these changes 
to a minimum while creating seats of comparable electorates. 

The Commission propose that the wards of Ealing Common and Pitshanger be 
transferred from Ealing, Acton BC to Ealing, Southall BC and Ealinq North 
BC respectively. 

The Commission further propose that the wards of College Park and Old Oak, 
Coningham, Starch Green, White City and Shepherd’s Bush, and Wormholt! 
currently in Hammersmith BC, be joined with the remainder of Ealing, Acton 
BC to form the new Acton and Shepherd's Bush BC. 

Finally, the Commission propose that the remainder of Hammersmith BC be 
joined with Fulham BC to form the new Hammersmith and Fulham BC. 
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The composition of the altered constituencies provisionally recommended 
would be (1991 electorates in brackets) :- 

ACTON AND SHEPHERD'S BUSH BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (68,324) The London Borough 
of Ealing wards: Hanger Lane, Heathfield, Southfield, Springfield, Vale, 
Victoria; The London Borough of Hammersmith and Fulham wards: College Park 
and Old Oak, Coningham, Starch Green, White City and Shepherd's Bush, 
Wormholt . 

EALING NORTH BOROUGH CONSTITUENCY (75,908) The London Borough of Ealing 
wards: Argyle, Costons, Hobbayne, Horsenden, Mandeville, Perivale,

The 
current seats of Chelsea and Kensington have electorates of 42,651 and 
43,131 respectively and are 26,630 and 26,150 below the electoral quota. 
The allocation of one seat would result in an electorate of 85,881, which 
is 16,600 above the electoral quota. 

The Commission considered that an allocation of one seat to the Borough of 
Kensington and Chelsea would produce a constituency electorate too distant 
from the electoral quota and that it would be preferable, for the purpose 
of allocating seats, to join it, if possible, with a neighbouring area in 
North London. 



The Commission noted that the combined area of the Cities of London and 
Westminster currently has two constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 
113,725. This number of electors when divided by the electoral quota of 
69,281, gives a theoretical entitlement to 1.64 seats. The current seats 
of The City of London and Westminster South, and Westminster North have 
electorates of 54,823 and 57,742 respectively and are 14,458 and 11,539 
below the electoral quota. A continued allocation of two seats to the 
Cities would result in an average electorate of 56,863, some 12,418 below 
the electoral quota. The Commission consider that an allocation of two 
seats to the area would produce constituency electorates too distant from 
the electoral quota. 

The Commission have therefore decided provisionally to recommend that the 
Borough of Kensington and Chelsea, and the Cities of London and Westminster 
be joined for the purpose of allocating parliamentary constituencies. 
Bearing in mind that their joint theoretical entitlement is to 2.88 seats, 
the Commission have decided provisionally to allocate three seats. The 
average electorate of the three seats would be 66,535 only 2,746 below the 
electoral quota . 

It will be appreciated that the allocation of three seats to the combined 
area where four currently exist, will require some major changes to be made 
and that the boundary between Kensington and Chelsea and the two Cities 
will need to be crossed. The Commission have, however, endeavoured to keep 
these changes to a minimum while creating seats of comparable electorates. 

The Commission propose that a new seat be created named Regent's Park and 
Kensington North BC consisting of the current seat of Westminster North 
less the wards of Bayswater and Lancaster Gate, together with four wards, 
Colville, Golborne , Kelfield and St Charles from the current Kensington 
constituency. 

The Commission further propose that a new seat named Cities of London and 
Westminster BC should comprise the current seat of City of London and 
Westminster South BC together with the wards of Bayswater and Lancaster 
Gate currently in Westminster North BC. 
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The Commission finally propose that the current seat of Chelsea BC be 
combined with the wards of Avondale, Campden, Holland, Norland, Pembridge 
and Queen* s Gate, currently in Kensington BC, to form the new seat of 
Kensington and Chelsea BC. 

The composition of the altered constituencies would be (1991 electorates 
in brackets ) : -

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NEWHAM AND TOWER HAMLETS - PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 

Tower Hamlets currently has two constituencies with a 1991 electorate of 
105,676. This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota of 
69,281, gives a theoretical entitlement to 1.53 seats. The current seats 
of Bethnal Green and Stepney, and Bow and Poplar have electorates of 52,475 
and 53,493 respectively; 16,806 and 15,788 below the electoral quota. To 
give a continued allocation of two seats to the Borough would result in a 
borough average of 52,838, some 16,443 below the electoral quota. 

The Commission considered that the allocation of two seats to the Borough 
of Tower Hamlets would produce constituency electorates too distant from 
the electoral quota and that it would be necessary, for the purpose of 
allocating seats to the Borough, to pair it, if possible, with a 
neighbouring Borough in North London. 

The Commission noted that Newham currently has three constituencies with 
a 1991 electorate of 155,994. This number of electors when divided by the 
electoral quota of 69,281, gives a theoretical entitlement to 2.25 seats 
which would result in a reduction in the allocation of seats to two. The 
current seats of Newham North East, Newham North West, and Newham South 
have electorates of 59,282, 46,473, and 51,007 respectively and are 9,999, 
22,808 and 18,274 below the electoral quota. The allocation of two seats 
would result in a borough average of 77,997, which is 8,716 above the 
electoral quota. 

The Commission have therefore decided provisionally to recommend that the 
Boroughs of Newham and Tower Hamlets be paired for the purpose of 
allocating parliamentary constituencies and that their joint theoretical 
entitlement to 3.78 seats should provide an allocation of four seats. The 
average electorate of the four seats would be 65,418 which is only 3,863 
below the electoral quota. 

It will be appreciated that the allocation of four seats, where five 
currently exist, will require some major changes to be made and that the 
boundary between the two Boroughs will have to be crossed. The Commission 
have, however, endeavoured to keep these changes to a minimum while 
creating seats of comparable electorates. 

The newly constituted seat of Docklands and Stepney which crosses the 
boundary between the two Boroughs of Newham and Tower Hamlets is formed by 
the addition of seven southern wards of Tower Hamlets - four from the 
existing Bethnal Green and Stepney seat and three from the existing Bow and 
Poplar seat - with four southern wards of the existing Newham South seat. 

The remaining wards of Tower Hamlets - five from the existing Bethnal Green 
and Stepney seat and seven from the existing Bow and Poplar seat - form the 
newly constituted seat of Bethnal Green and Bow. 

The remaining wards of Newham are divided between the two newly constituted 
seats of Newham North and Newham Central. The existing Newham North West 
seat with the addition of three wards from the existing Newham North East 
seat forms the Newham North seat. The remaining wards of existing Newham 
North East and Newham South seats form the Newham Central seat. 
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The composition of the four constituencies (1991 electorates in brackets) . 
would be :

* Waltham Forest currently has three constituencies with a 1991 electorate 
of 164,680. This number of electors, when divided by the electoral quota 
of 69,281, gives a theoretical entitlement to 2.38 seats. The current 
seats of Chingford, Leyton, and Walthamstow have electorates of 56,393, 
58,327 and 49,836 respectively and are 12,888, 10,954 and 19,445 below the 
electoral quota. The allocation of two seats would result in a borough 
average of 82, 340, which is 13,059 above the electoral quota. 

The Commission considered that the allocation of two seats to the Borough 
of Waltham Forest would produce constituency electorates too distant from 
the electoral quota and that it would be necessary, for the purpose of 
allocating seats to the Borough, to pair it, if possible, with a 
neighbouring Borough in North London. 

The Commission noted that Redbridge currently has three constituencies with 
a 1991 electorate of 167,734. This number of electors when divided by the 
electoral quota of 69,281, gives a theoretical entitlement to 2.42 seats. 
Redbridge originally had a 1991 theoretical entitlement to 2.51 seats but 
local government boundary changes that will come into effect on 1 April 
1994 (and of which the Commission are required to fake account by the 
Boundary Commissions Act 1992) will transfer electors out of the borough 
and reduce the theoretical entitlement to 2.42 seats. 

The current seats of Ilford North, Ilford South, and Wanstead and Woodford 
have electorates of 60,067, 57,005 and 57,131 respectively and are 9,214, 
12,276 and 12,150 below the electoral quota. A continued allocation of 
three seats to the Borough would result in a borough average of 55,911 some 
13,370 below the electoral quota. An allocation of two seats would result 
in a borough average of 83,867 which is 14,586 above the electoral quota. 

In either case the electorates would be too distant from the electoral 
quota. 



The Commission have therefore decided provisionally to recommend that the 
Boroughs of Waltham Forest and Redbridge be paired for the purpose of 
allocating parliamentary constituencies. Bearing in mind that their joint 
theoretical entitlement is to 4.80 seats, the Commission decided 
provisionally to allocate five seats. The average electorate of the five 
seats would be 66,483 only 2,798 below the electoral quota. 

It will be appreciated that the allocation of five seats between the two 
Boroughs where six currently exist, will require some major changes to be 
made and that the boundary between the two Boroughs will have to be 
crossed. The Commission have, however, endeavoured to keep these changes 
to a minimum while creating seats of comparable electorates. 

The newly constituted seat of Leyton and Wanstead which crosses the 
boundary between the two Boroughs of Redbridge and Waltham Forest is formed 
by the addition of four wards from the existing Leyton seat and four wards 
from the existing Wanstead and Woodford seat. 

The remaining wards of Waltham Forest form the two proposed seats of 
Chingford and Walthamstow. The existing Chingford seat is retained with 
the exclusion of one ward but with the addition of two others from the 
existing Walthamstow seat. The remaining four wards of Walthamstow with 
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the addition of three wards from the existing Leyton seat and one ward from 
the existing Chingford seat constitute the proposed Walthamstow seat.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN SURREY 

The Commission have provisionally decided ho make some adjustments to nine 
of the existing eleven seats in Surrey, to reduce the disparity in the 
electorates . 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Surrey will be published on 8 July 1993. These are part of the twelfth 
and last set of recommendations to be published as part of the general 
review of parliamentary constituency boundaries commenced by the Boundary 
Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public - usually at the district 
council offices. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties.

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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates:

Where representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory . 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission’s proposals and to give their reasons for 
their approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say 
what they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should 
note that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry 
more weight than a simple statement of objection. 



Implementation of the recommendations

(69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 11.21 seats. The Commission 
therefore propose that Surrey should continue to have eleven 
constituencies. With eleven seats, the average constituency in the county 
(the county average) is 70,618. 

The electorates of the existing constituencies range from 58,674 (17% below 
the average) in East Surrey CC to 83,431 (18% above the average) in North 
West Surrey CC; a disparity of 24,757. The reduction of this disparity 
will inevitably require some major changes to be made. The Commission 
have, however, endeavoured to keep these changes to a minimum while 
creating seats of comparable electorates. The Commission's provisional 
recommendations would result in the disparity between the seats with the 
highest and lowest electorates being significantly reduced to 9,655. 

The Commission note that the 1991 electorate of Spelthorne Borough (64,288) 
which save for minor local government boundary changes, forms the present 
Spelthorne BC, is out of line with that of preceding and subsequent years. 
The fluctuation in the Spelthorne electorate figures has no effect on the 
number of seats allocated to the county. 

The Commission have decided not to propose any change to the South West 
Surrey or Spelthorne seats, except for minor realignment resulting from 
local government boundary changes. 

The Commission have decided to recommend the following alterations to the 
other nine existing seats in order to reduce the disparity: 

(a) the transfer of two wards of Reigate and Banstead Borough (Horley East 
and Horley West) from Reigate to East Surrey, so increasing the low 
electorate of the East Surrey seat; 

(b) the transfer of one ward of Reigate and Banstead Borough (Banstead 
Village) from Epsom and Ewell to Reigate, to compensate the seat for 
the transfer of the Horley wards at (a) above; 

(c) the transfer of three wards of Mole Valley District (Ashtead Common, 
Ashtead Park and Ashtead Village) from Mole Valley to Epsom and Ewell, 
to compensate the seat for the transfer of the ward at (b) above; 

(d) the transfer of six wards of Waverley Borough (Blackheath and Wonersh, 
Bramley, Cranleigh East, Cranleigh West, Ewhurst and Shamley Green) 
from Guildford to the remainder of Mole Valley (the seat is then 
renamed Dorking and Leatherhead ) , so reducing the electorate of the 
Guildford seat and compensating for the transfer of the Ashtead wards 
at ( c ) above ; 

(e) the transfer of one ward of Guildford Borough (Tongham) from Guildford 

to a seat which is named West Surrey (also see (g), (h) and (i) 

below) ; 

(f) the transfer of four wards of Guildford Borough (Clandon and Horsley, 
Effingham, Lovelace, and Send) from Esher to Guildford, to compensate 
the Guildford seat for the transfer of the wards at (d) and (e) above, 
and to include the wards with the majority of the borough; 




(g) the transfer of four wards of Guildford Borough (Ash, Ash Vale, 
Normandy and Pirbright) from Woking to North West Surrey which as a 
result is renamed West Surrey so reducing the high electorate of the 
Woking seat; 

(h) the transfer of two wards of Surrey Heath Borough (Bisley and Chobham) 
from North West Surrey to Woking; 

(i) the transfer of six wards of Runnymede Borough (Egham, Englefield 
Green East, Englefield Green West, Hythe, Thorpe, and Virginia Water) 
from North West Surrey to Chertsey and Walton which is renamed 
Chertsey (also see (j) below) so reducing the high electorate of the 
seat based around Camber ley and creating a Chertsey seat containing 
the whole of Runnymede Borough; and 

( j) the transfer of six wards of Elmbridge Borough (Her sham North, Hersham 
South, Walton Ambles ide, Walton Central, Walton North and Walton 
South) from Chertsey and Walton (renamed Chertsey) to Esher so 
increasing the electorate of the Esher seat and compensating for the 
loss of the wards at (f) above. 

Eight seats recommended are based on existing seats and their names have 
therefore not been altered. The three seats with new names are Chertsey, 
Dorking and Leatherhead, and West Surrey where the boundaries are 
significantly different from existing seats. Each of the three seats has 
been designated a County Constituency . 

The proposed changes will mean that none of the constituency electorates 
would be more than 6,370 from the county average and the disparity in the 
electorates would be reduced from 24,757 to 9,665.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
MERSEYSIDE 

The Commission have provisionally decided to reduce the existing seventeen 
seats in Merseyside to sixteen. In addition to this, other changes are 
recommended to reduce the disparity between the electorates of the largest 
and smallest seats. 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Merseyside will be published on 8 July 1993. These are part of the 
twelfth and final set of recommendations to be published as part of the 
general review of parliamentary constituency boundaries commenced by the 
Boundary Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline maps (only for those Boroughs where changes are 
recoimended) together with the ward electorate for the county on which the 
Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public, usually at the district council 
offices or public libraries. 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (District, Town or Parish Councils) or the 
services they provide. 



Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains the rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect.

The Metropolitan County of Merseyside has a 1991 electorate of 1 , 088,892 
and a theoretical entitlement to 15.72 seats. The County currently has 17 
electorates ranging from 49,221 in Liverpool, Riverside BC to 
83,763 in Crosby BC - a disparity of 34,542.

With a theoretical entitlement of 1.62 the allocation of two seats to 
Knowsley would have resulted in seats with an average electorate of 56,201. 
The Commission considered that such electorates would be too distant from 
both the county average (68,056) and the electoral quota (69,281) and that 
Knowsley would need to be paired with another neighbouring Borough - either 
Liverpool, St Helens or Sefton. 



The Commission rejected the possibility of pairing Knowsley with Liverpool, 
and decided that Liverpool, with a theoretical entitlement to 5.10 seats, 
should be allocated five seats, instead of the current six, which would be 
distributed entirely within the Borough boundary and that Liverpool should 
not be paired with any other Borough. 

The Commission then considered whether Knowsley should be paired with St 
Helens and concluded that St Helens, with a theoretical entitlement to 2.03 
seats, should be allocated two seats which would be distributed entirely 
within the Borough boundary and would produce seats with an average 
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electorate of 70,224 - 943 above the electoral quota and 2,168 above the 
county average. 

The Commission considered that the most suitable Borough to pair with 
Knowsley was Sefton. With respective theoretical entitlements of 1.62 and 
3.27, and a joint theoretical entitlement to 4.89 seats, the Boroughs would 
receive a joint allocation of five seats. Such an allocation would produce 
seats with an average electorate of 67,772 - 1,509 below the electoral 
quota and 284 below the county average. 



PROPOSALS FOR THE BOROUGHS 
Knowsley and Sefton 

In deciding to propose that the Boroughs of Knowsley and Sefton should be 
paired, the Commission strove to introduce only the minimum of change 
necessary to address the imbalance of the electorates in the seats. The 
Commission therefore propose the following changes : - 

(a) the Sefton Borough ward of Ainsdale will be transferred from 
Southport to Crosby; 

(b) the cross boundary seat will be formed from the Sefton Borough 
wards of Molyneux, Park and Sudell, currently in Crosby, and the 
Knowsley Borough wards (less Prescot East and Prescot West) which 
are currently in Knowsley North, to form a seat named Kirkby and 
Maghull County Constituency; and 

(c) the current Knowsley South seat will be expanded to include the 
wards of Prescot East and Prescot West and will be renamed Huyton 
County Constituency. 

The constituency of Bootle will remain unchanged. 

The proposed changes will produce seats with an electoral range from 60,297 
to 74,154 - a disparity of 13,857 compared to the current disparity of 
, ' 1 3 3 : Th . e Commission consider that this range of electorates “ and 

disparity is acceptable given the physical size, shape and electoral size 
of the wards on the Sefton side of the common boundary. However, even with 
this range of electorates no seat will be more than 8,984 from the 
electoral quota or 7,759 from the county average. 



Liverpool 



Due to the fact that the Commission have provisionally decided that the 
Borough of Liverpool should be allocated five seats, instead of the current 
six, a number of changes need to be made. However, the Commission have 
endeavoured to keep these to a minimum. The Commission propose the 
following changes which will re-allocate the wards which constitute the 
current Liverpool, Mossley Hill seat:- 

(a) the ward of Broadgreen will be transferred from Liverpool, 
Broadgreen to Liverpool, West Derby; 
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(b) the wards which comprise the current Liverpool, Broadgreen seat, 
less the Broadgreen ward, will be joined with the wards of Church 
and Picton, currently in Liverpool, Mossley Hill, to form a seat 
named Liverpool, Wavertree; 

(c) the ward of Grassendale will be transferred from Liverpool, 
Mossley Hill to Liverpool, Garston; 

(di the wards of Aigburth and Smithdown will be transferred from 
Liverpool, Mossley Hill to Liverpool, Riverside 

The constituency of Liverpool, Walton will remain unchanged. 

The proposed changes will produce seats with an electoral range from 68,997 
to 72,711 - a disparity of just 3,714. All seats will be within 3,430 of 
the electoral quota and 4,655 of the county average. 



St Helens 

The Commission have provisionally decided to recommend that changes do not 
need to be made to either of the existing constituencies, as there is a 
disparity of only 3,358 between the seats and both of them are within 2,622 
of the electoral quota and 3,847 of the county average. 



Wirral 

The Commission have provisionally decided to recommend that changes do not 
need to be made to any of the existing constituencies, as there is a 
disparity of only 4,492 between the seats and all of them are within 7,178 
of the electoral quota and 5,953 of the county average. 



The range of electorates under these proposals will be 60,297 (Crosby) to 
74,154 (Kirkby and Maghull) . A disparity of 13,857, with no seat being more 
than 7,759 from the County Average.

PROPOSALS FOR PARLIAMENTARY CONSTITUENCY BOUNDARIES IN 
BUCKINGHAMSHIRE 

The Commission propose minor alterations to constituency boundaries in 
Buckinghamshire in order to reduce the disparity between the highest and 
lowest electorates. 

Provisional recommendations for parliamentary constituencies in the County 
of Buckinghamshire will be published on 8 July 1993. These are part of the 
twelfth and last set of recommendations to be published as part of the 
general review of parliamentary constituency boundaries commenced by the 
Boundary Commission for England on 21 February 1991. 

The provisional recommendations are listed below and are also shown on the 
attached outline map together with the ward electorate for the county on 
which the Commission are required by law to work. 

Announcements being published in the local press give details of the 
recommendations and explain where maps illustrating the recommended changes 
are available for inspection by the public -usually at the district council 
offices . 

The Commission wish to stress that these provisional recommendations relate 
solely to parliamentary constituencies and do not affect the structure or 
arrangements of local government (County, District, Town or Parish 
councils) or the services they provide. 

Rules for Redistribution 

The Parliamentary Constituencies Act 1986 places a limit on the total 
number of constituencies and also contains rules for redistribution of 
seats which in summary have the following effect. County and London 
Borough boundaries are to be followed so far as is practicable. Subject 
to these requirements, the electorates of constituencies are to be as 
nearly equal as possible, but the Commission can depart from these rules 
if special geographical considerations make this desirable, or if changes 
cause inconveniences or break local ties.

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The Act requires the Commission in considering the size of constituency 
electorates: 

(a) to use the ward electorate figures on the enumeration date (as 
annexed to this news release), and 

(b) to work to the electoral quota 

throughout the period of the review. The electoral quota is arrived at by 
dividing the electorate in England on the enumeration date by the existing 
number of seats. The enumeration date is the date when the commencement 
of the general review was announced (21 February 1991). The electorate in 
England on the enumeration date was 36,302,984 which, when divided by the 
existing number of seats (524), produces an electoral quota 69,281. 

Representations 

The Commission are required to consider representations about their 
provisional recommendations made within one month of local publication. 
These representations should be addressed to The Secretary, Boundary 
Commission for England, St Catherines House, 10 Kingsway, London, WC2B 6JP . 
The representation period will end on 8 August 1993. 

When representations objecting to the provisional recommendations are made 
by an interested local authority or by a body of 100 or more electors, the 
Commission cannot proceed with their final recommendations to the Home 
Secretary until a local inquiry has been held. If after the inquiry the 
Commission decide to alter their recommendations, the revised 
recommendations must also be published, but a further local inquiry is not 
obligatory. 

Those who make representations are requested to say whether they approve 
of, or object to, the Commission's proposals and to give their reasons for 
approval or objection. In particular, objectors are advised to say what 
they propose in place of the Commission's recommendations and should note 
that an objection accompanied by a counter-proposal is likely to carry more 
weight than a simple statement of objection. 

Implementation of the recommendations 

The Commission must submit their report on the general review for the whole 
of England by 31 December 1994. It is the Home Secretary's duty to lay the 
Commission's report before Parliament together with a draft Order in 
Council giving effect to the recommendations with or without modifications. 
The draft Order is submitted to both Houses of Parliament for approval and 
after it is made, the new constituencies take effect at the next general 
election. 
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PROVISIONAL RECOMMENDATIONS 



Buckinghamshire currently has seven constituencies with a 1991 
parliamentary electorate of 472,624. The number of electors, when divided 
by the electoral quota (69,281), gives a theoretical entitlement to 6.82 
seats. If the county continued to be allocated 7 seats the average 
constituency electorate in the county (the county average) would be 67,518. 
The electorates of the existing constituencies range from 56,319 in 
Buckingham CC to 79,243 in Aylesbury CC a disparity of 22,924. All of the 
constituencies are within 12,962 of the 1991 electoral quota, and within 
11,725 of the county average. 

The Commission provisionally decided to allocate Buckinghamshire seven 
seats. They considered whether to recommend changes to the boundaries of 
North East Milton Keynes to increase its below average electorate. The 
Commission noted, however, that the electorate had grown more rapidly than 
any other seat in the county since 1991; that the Milton Keynes Borough 
boundary would have to be crossed to increase the electorate; that the 
constituency had come into being as recently as the last general election 
and it would therefore be undesirable to make changes so soon afterwards; 
and that the knock-on effect throughout the rest of the county would lead 
to further change and disruption of local ties. The Commission concluded 
that the slight numerical advantage gained by recommending changes to North 
East Milton Keynes was more than offset by the disadvantages involved. 

The Commission recommend the following minor alterations in order to reduce 
the disparity between the seats with the highest and lowest electorates 
from 22,924 to 11,737: 

(a) to transfer two wards of Aylesbury Vale District (Aston Clinton, and 
Wendover) from Aylesbury constituency to Buckingham constituency. 

(b) to transfer one ward of Wycombe District (Little Marlow) from Wycombe 
constituency to Beaconsfield constituency. 

The Commission therefore provisionally recommend (1991 electorates in 
brackets ) : 

(a) that no change be made to the following constituencies (other than 
changes to realign constituency boundaries with local government boundaries 
which have recently been altered):

The 
District of Chi Item wards: Ballinger and South Heath, Great Missenden, 
Prestwood and Heath End. The District of Wycombe wards: Bledlow-cum- 

Saunderton, Icknield, Lacy Green and Hampden, Naphill-cum-Bradenham, 
Princes Risborough, Stokenchurch.
